With the continued urgent de- 
mand for grain in Europe and 
improving shipping conditiéns, 
evéry effort will be made by the 
C.P.R. to handle a maximum 
quantity of grain this fall through 
both eastern and western outlets; 
Mr. Nea] said. During the win- 
ter, the railway will undertake to 
bufld up the depleted supply in 
the elevators. > 

Referring to the current steel

If the Roman Church were willingt6 be a church 
among other churches, and to share in a common freedom 
for -all, we, as Protestant ministers, could feel more at 
ease. But we know her exclusiveness would deny us the 
liberties we have so long and so freely accorded her. 


While we regard the pending Roman Catholic public 
demonstrations as most inappropriate In Victoria, it is for 
the City Council's advisors to decided, if necessary, their 
legality.

VEGETABLE STORAGE 

It is important to know just 
how the crops of vegetables you 
have grown are to be kept, so 
that they may form part of the 
daily diet-over as long a period | 
as possible. 

There are four places where 
vegetables may be kept until 
used. They are all equally im 
portant: 1, Garden; 2. root cellar 
3. frozen locker; 4, glass jars 

Every vegetable that may: be 
kept-out in the open garden until 
used, should come under group 
one. This saves work as well as

NURSING SHORTAGE 


SEE BY THE PAPERS that.one of our local hospitals is facing 

a serious* situation—Caused by’ the-continued: shortage of 
nurses, 

It isn’t by any means a new or novel situation. It is merely 
an aggravation of what has been patent. throughout Canada dur- 
ing the last few years. - 

Ever since the war began to channel off our. supply of 
graduate nurses into the armed services, hospitals and similar 
institutions have been struggling with the problem 

For. a time, it was relieved to a certain extent by the response 
made to the clarion cal fer-help by married ex-nurses. 

But now many of those women are returning to their homes, 
to take up the threads of domestic life again with husbands re- 
turned from overseas 


VALUABLE V.A.D.'S 

ANY, TOO, WHO undeftook to train as V.A.D.’s, and who 
! helped out magnificently during the war-emergency, are 
also returning to thetr domestic duties, with resultant depletion 
of hospital help. 

In this connection, Miss F. Monroe, president of the Ca- 
nadian Nurses’ Association, receritly declared in Montreal] that 
the nursing service ‘problem is greatly aggravated by the con- 
tinued. shortage of domestic personnel 

The result being that “the wastage of available nurse power 
by canalizing service into non-service duties has been tremen- 
dous and has been done at the expense of*nursing care of, 
the patient.” ; : 

Which reminds us that not. only.nurses but domestic staffs, 
too, are in. short Supply for hospitals 


WORLD-WIDE PROBLEM 
Noe Is IT only in-Canada--that--hospital stafis.are at a 

premium. The same condition exists in the United States 
and in Great Britain. 

Over in Scotland- the 
training to male nurses 

At one hospital in Glasgow alone,.40 young men presented 
themselves fof the first enrolment Their course ig similar 
to that for-the- women, lasting three years, when they will 
sit for their diploma 

The authorities at that Scottish hospital say that the inno- 
vation looks like being very successful’.The men are keen on 
their work, and officiate entirely in men’s wards

Then there was the well-known Victoria girl who had prov ed 
so expert at V.A.D. work that she, at the suggestion of several 
doctors, decided to take up nursing as a profession and met 


a similar hurdle. 


ACADEMIC FETISH? 

LTHOUGH she had been educated at one of the foremost 

private schools of Canada and at a “finishing school” in 
Europe, she couldn't enter nursing school without first 
matriculating 

As that would have required time—a serious consideration 
at her age—she gave up the idea. And the profession lost an 
excellent nurse 

A loca) doctor told meg the other day of a girl who, just 
recently failed to make training school, because. she had only 
two years of French instead of three 

Frankly, I can't bring myself to believe that the extra year 
oP French Would have made her a better-nurse!-. 

Nor do I agree with those who take the stand that any 
relaxation of the educational requirements, such as the substi- 
tution of home economics for a language, would mean a@ lower-
